Ottawa.—The railway committee fin-| 
ally reported a bill to incorporate the 
Nelson river railway, several clauses 
of which were held over when the bill 
was last before the committee at the 
recuest of Hon. Clifford Sifton, chair- 
man of the commission on conserva: 
thoa. Chairman Guthrie read a letter 
from Mr. Sifton in which it was said 
that the commission does not consider 
that the company would have any 
rights to the waters of the Saskatch 
wan and Nelson rivers. The company 
would have to secure its power rights 
from the interior department. Mr. 
Sifton suggested a number of amend. 
ments to safeguard the water powers, 
The clause authorizing the construe. 
tion of tramways was stricken out and 
the bill Was finally acopted,

Albert and Hudson Bay Co., which
